Guarantee—All cattle in this sale will be sold under the standard guarantee 
endorsed by the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association with the exception that 
those four owners are going one step further and are guaranteeing all females to 
be breeders irrespective of age. In the case of heifers 14 months or older, notice 
of failure to breed must be given within six months of the date of the auction. In 
the case of heifers under 14 months old, notice of failure to breed must be given 
within nine months of the date of the auction. Certificates of registry and transfer 
will be furnished with each lot sold. Shipment will be made as soon as possible 
after the close of the sale without trouble to the purchasers, but cattle will be at 
buyers’ risk as soon as bid off. Every precaution will be taken to see that ani- 
mals arrive in sound and healthy condition. All four herds participating in this 
sale are under Federal Supervision for Tuberculosis. Calfhood vaccination for 
Bang’s is practiced in all four herds and all of the females in this sale were calf- 
hocd vaccinated. 


Terms—The terms of this sale are cash unless arrangements are made in 
advance. . All settlements must be made with the clerk of the sale immediately at 
the conclusion of the auction and before the animals are removed. 


Health—The four herds consigning to this sale are under Federal supervision 
for Tuberculosis. All females in this sale have been calfhood vaccinated for 
Bangs and the health certificates provided on sale day will be evidence of a 
clean health record. A 60-day Tuberculin retest will be allowed and all cattle are 
guaranteed to comply with the health regulations of any state into which they 
may go. Health certificates will be furnished with each lot sold. 


Liability—The above guarantee and terms shall constitute a contract between 
the seller and the buyer of each lot.
